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• (C) According to USUN, UN Headquarters understands 
that the GOR, the RPF, and UNAMIR have reached agreement 
in principle to allow the evacuation of foreign nationals 
beginning at 6:00 PM local time. This tentative 48-hour 
truce will permit two sets of planes being sent from 
Uganda to take out UN personnel and other foreign 
nationals. Other UN planes carrying supplies will come 
from Somalia. (USUN/TFRW01 telcon) 

• (C) We have been asked by the Government of Germany 
to provide a helicopter for the evacuation of 12 Deutsche 
Welle radio technicians at Mt . Kininya, which is 12 kms 
northeast of Kigali in an area where roads are mined and 
fighting between the Rwandan array and the RPF is 
reported. We have replied that our rules of engagement 
do not permit the deployment of helicopters. We have 
urged the Germans to be in touch with the UN, French and 
the Belgians, whom they have contacted. (TFRWOl telcons 
with German Embassy in Washington) 
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
